Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
gripping and centering a food item in a toasting compartment of a toaster of 
independent claim 1 defines over the prior art of record because the prior art does not 
teach, suggest, nor render obvious a) inserting the food item onto a carriage that is 
positioned in a receiving position within the toasting compartment; b) urging the carriage 
toward a toasting position; and c) depositing the food item onto a food cage such that 
gravitational forces exerted by the food item urge the food cage to grip and center the 
food item within the toasting compartment.
